The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3, 5 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the altemative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Wegemund et al (US 
4,048,259). 

Wegemund et al teach the instant coating composition at col. 2, lines 30-61 . The 
table on said col. 2 shows acrylic ester of p-hydroxypropionic acid, but the formula 
below said table encompasses the instant reactive diluent since X contains up to 6 
carbon atoms and R" contains up to 8 carbon atoms. Anaerobically hardening adhesive 
composition of Wegemund et al is also curable in air inherently. Thus, the instant 
invention lacks novelty. 

Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Howard et al (US 3,208,857). 
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First, the examiner points out that the recited linseed oil (CAS: 8001 -26-1 ) 
comprises various glycerides of linolenic, oleic, linoleic, and saturated fatty acids, and 
that the cottonseed oil comprises various glycerides of palmitic, oleic and linoleic acid. 
Thus, the cottonseed oil would meet the instant linseed oil inherently absent particular 
fatty acids and amounts thereof. Also, the examiner interprets the recited "is produced 
by ester condensation of lactic acid — " as "is obtained by reaction of a composition 
comprising lactic acid ~" permitting other reactants. The intended use has no probative 
value. 

Howard et al teach the reaction product of cottonseed oil and lactic acid ester in 
examples 1 7-20, and thus the instant invention lacks novelty. 

Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Iveson et al (US 2,690,971). 

Iveson et al teach the reaction product of lactic acid, oleic acid and stearic acid in 
example 1 . Said reaction product inherently meets the instant reactive diluent, and thus 
the instant invention lacks novelty. 

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Emmons et al (US 4,31 1 ,624). 

Emmons et al teach the instant coating composition in example 14 wherein a 
composition comprising polyacrylate, alkyd resin (methacryloxyethyle ester of linseed oil 
fatty acids) and cobalt naphthenate. Thus, the instant invention lacks novelty. 
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Claims 4, 6-8, 10-12 and 15-21 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
